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The Riot of the Still Unheard 


T hey came to Pearson Park in 
Anaheim from Bakersfield, 
Santa Ana, Los Angeles, 

Oxnard and beyond to mark the 
third anniversary of the killings of Manuel 
Angel Diaz and Joel Acevedo. Their 
deaths at the hands of police sparked riots 
and gained worldwide notice, along with 
promises of more funding and attention by 
politicians and activists alike for the city’s 
working-class youth. 

The crowd Saturday afternoon was 
good enough, with about 150 people 
spread over dozens of picnic tables and 
booths—far smaller than the first memo¬ 
rial or even last year’s gathering. A taquero 
warmed tortillas and grilled chicken, 
al pastor and carne asada. Anarchists 
laid out clothes and other items for the 
Really, Really Free Market, a yard sale/ 
gift exchange at which everything comes 
without a price. On the grass was a poster 
board depicting Mickey Mouse with devil 
horns and a hatchet dripping with blood. 
Anti-police brutality rap blared from 
speakers while people talked. 

As the thunder roared and lightning 
flashed, activists spoke about everything 
from filming the police to changing the 
system. Then Diaz’s mother, Genevieve 
Huizar, stepped up to the microphone. 
“This day is your day as much as it is 
ours,” she said to the crowd. She then 
turned to her 5-year-old granddaughter: 
“What’s your name?” 

“Justice,” the little girl replied. Nods 
and smiles all around. 

Notably absent were the politicians 
who joined peace marches back in 2012. 
“They’re not even welcome here, and they 
know it,” Huizar said. “I don’t trust the 
city of Anaheim.” Also not bothering to 
show up? Latino leaders and nonprofit 
organizers, who had used the urban 
unrest to act as the city’s saviors. 

“My son has been forgotten,” said Donna 
Acevedo of her son Joel, who was killed 
the day after Diaz. “I never hear his name.” 

But the details of those two days in 2012 
are still raw in their mothers’ minds. On 
July 21, Anaheim police officer Nick Ben- 
nallack killed the unarmed Diaz, 25, as he 
ran through the apartment complexes of 
Anna Drive after reportedly noticing patrol 
officers coming toward him. Residents 
demanded answers for the shooting; police 
responded by shooting less-than-lethal pro¬ 
jectiles into a crowd that included women 
and children, as well as having a K-9 bite a 
man who was protecting a stroller. 

The next day, 21-year-old Acevedo died 
on Guinida Lane when, police say, officer 
Kelly Phillips returned fire. The back-to- 
back police killings ignited Anaheim’s bar- 


Three years after Anaheim erupted in protests, nothing has really changed

rios, with protests culminating in street 
clashes between riot-gear-clad police and 
1,000 protesters in front of City Hall on 
July 24,2012, as the Disneyland fireworks 
lit the sky. The Orange County district 
attorney’s office later ruled both shootings 
justified. A civil jury rejected Huizar’s 
“excessive force” lawsuit last year, a deci¬ 
sion currently under appeal. 

In the wake of her son’s death, Huizar 
pleaded with protesters to remember her 
son peacefully. “I regret calling for peace,” 
she admitted during a break in the Pear¬ 
son Park commemoration. 

Nearby, Donna Acevedo, wearing a 
red tank top embroidered with the word 
“Love,” carried a large, framed photo of 
Joel flashing a toothy grin. She remem¬ 
bered talking to her son the day of the 
Diaz killing. “Don’t worry, Mom,” she says 
he told her. “I’m okay.” 

There is a collection of votive candles, 
stuffed animals, handwritten letters and 
crucifixes left at a water meter at the apart¬ 
ment complex parking lot where Joel was 
shot. Acevedo goes there once a week, not 


only to remember, but also to try to help 
out Guinida Lane. She feels neighborhoods 
such as that one are used to prop up politi¬ 
cians and nonprofits. “They finally [erected] 
a pocket park,” she said, “but if you look at 
the neighborhood, it’s still neglected.” 

Determined to make a change in Ana¬ 
heim, Acevedo ran for City Council last 
year, winning about 4 percent of the vote 
with minimal fund-raising. “People don’t 
care anymore because they think we got 
all the reforms we asked for,” she said. 

These days, Acevedo holds art classes 
for kids in the courtyard of the Anna 
Drive apartment where she lives. She col¬ 
laborates with the Umbrella Collective, 
a group of young Anaheim activists that 
emerged after the riot. She’s also focused 
on the November trial for the wrongful- 
death lawsuit filed on behalf of her son. 

As a resident, Acevedo says she hasn’t 
seen any improvement in police relations. 
“They come in like they own the neigh¬ 
borhood instead of realizing that people 
live here,” she said. “They rush in when 
nothing is even happening.”

The tone changes when cops are invited 
to community events such as peace walks 
or neighborhood cleanup days, when poli¬ 
ticians and leaders are walking alongside 
the residents. “That’s when they come 
with cookies for the kids,” she adds. 

At Pearson Park, the rain evetually fell 
on those gathered for the July anniversary. 
“The police won because they still have 
all the power,” Acevedo said. “It should be 
the power of the people, but right now, I 
don’t see anyone. It’s like you’re marching, 
and you turn around, and nobody’s there.” 

At that moment, a small group broke 
away from the park for a march toward 
the Anaheim police department. 

The mothers of Manuel Diaz and Joel 
Acevedo stayed behind. “We don’t want 
our sons forgotten,” Huizar said. “It’s all 
about our love for our sons.”

hat’s where we sacrifice the goats,” deadpans a 
man who looks to be in his late 20s as he points 
to an altar in the middle of the Orange Grove 
Masonic Lodge No. 293’s main room. A large, 
multicolored star adorns the two-story-high ceiling. The impres¬ 
sive hall used to be the Campbell Opera House: A few rows of 
theater-style seats line the rectangular space, with a stage in one 
end zone and a throne-like chair in the center of the other. 

A handful of guys laugh. “It’s mostly just used to hold a big book or 


two,” another young Master Mason chimes in, referring to his group’s 
tradition of having a holy text on the altar during their functions. And 
that’s about the most exciting thing that happens here. In a few hours, 
the same room will fill with men, women and children of all ages 
for the lodge’s monthly general meeting. Worshipful Master Dennis 
Rootes, the group’s leader, will lead the proceedings, with a mural of 
the orange groves that used to surround the area painted on the wall 
behind him. The Master Masons (members who have completed at

least three degrees) will wear small embroi¬ 
dered white aprons that signify purity, 
truth, sincerity, honesty and a whole bunch 
of other moralistic do-goodery. 

At the beginning of the tour, only one 
Mason was present: Orange Grove's 
Senior Warden, Mike Selix, the second in 
command around here. As Selix worked 
his way through each room of the his¬ 
toric building, other Masons joined in, 
eager to show off their favorite areas and 
explain the ornate symbolism dotting the 
dining room, offices, foyer, hallways and 
lodge room. They're almost tripping over 
one another to regale a newcomer with 
the glory of their cause: Freemasonry, 
the infamous fraternal order that counts 
in its ranks 14 American presidents, 
numerous world leaders, countless 
captains of industry and masters of the 
universe—and a group that was, until 
recently, in danger of dying. 

But here, near the center of Orange’s 
Old Towne Plaza, there's no doom and 
gloom. “You want to know what the big 
‘G’ above the stage stands for?” Rootes 
asks in a sotto tone. Someone's calling 
for him, though, so he walks off and non¬ 
chalantly reveals the secret teachings of 
all ages. “It stands for God and geometry. 
It’s not a secret.” 

Everyone in the room has heard about 
the Freemasons from their grandpar¬ 
ents, Netflix documentaries and Dan 
Brown books: initiation rites, world 
dominance, Illuminati, Knights Tem¬ 
plars, and so many other rumors and 
allegations that Masons are nowadays 
treated more as a punch line than a 
menace. Once a powerful presence in 
Orange County, with majestic buildings 
in Anaheim, Huntington Beach, Orange, 
Santa Ana and other cities, the group 
has seen membership fall precipitously, 
leading to an aging membership reduced 
to planning its own funeral. 

Now, OC Freemasonry is finding salva¬ 
tion from an unlikely source: millennials. 
Local chapters have seen an upswing in 
membership over the past couple of years, 
nearly all young men interested in belong- 
ingto a greater cause. “Generations have 
four archetypes,” says Marshall Tipton, who 
served as the Worshipful Master in 2014. 
“The Greatest Generation was very inter¬ 
ested [in Masonry], then it kind of skipped 
over the baby boomers and Generation X, 
and now the millennials are most like the 
Greatest Generation. If you ask around a 
lodge if anyone has had Masons in their 
family, 90 percent who have will tell you it 
was their grandfather. Rarely is it a father.” 

Older Masons are delighted by this 
development. “It’s all about givingback to 
the community and connecting to some¬ 
thing bigger than yourself,” says Selix, 52. 
“Every lodge has different focuses in the 
community. We used to just work with 
public schools and do some appreciation 
nights, but now we're trying to reach out 
as much as possible.” 



A s Rootes takes to his chair in 
the center of the stage, the 
most important American 
Masonic rite of all begins: 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Masons—all 
donning dark suits and aprons—fill the 
seats on one side, family members and 
guests on the other. Nonmembers will be 
ushered into the dining room while the 
Masons do their secret rites. The Junior 
Warden—third in command—sits alone 
between the two sides. 

About halfway through the Pledge, a 
toddler begins to wander into the center 
of the room. His panicked mother gets 
up to chase after the little boy. After the 
toddler takes a few more rapid, stum¬ 
bling steps, similar to those of a streaker 
at a college football game, the embar¬ 
rassed mom finally catches up, picking 
her son up by his armpits and carrying 
him back to her seat. 

But the kid won’t have it, launching into 
a tantrum. A Masonic wife gives an update 
on a fund-raiser for the Shriners Hospi¬ 
tal between his screams. Someone else 
mentions that the uniforms for the Order 
of DeMolay, the group for young men 
between 12 and 21, are being repaired. 

The kid begins to bawl. As Selix reminds 
everyone that a few of the older members 
are unable to attend the lodge meetings 
because of failing health and should be 
kept in everyone's prayers, the kid com¬ 
mences shrieking. His mother frantically 
digs through her purse to find something 
to shut her baby up. 

Some of the older Masons look on in 
dismay as she finally decides to carry her 
crying kid out of the room, but most of 
the younger Masons don’t seem to mind. 
They're used to it. “What's accepted today 
wouldn't have been accepted even five 
years ago,” says Frankie Rosario. “During 
meetings, it used to be just Masons in the 
lodge, and everyone else was in the dining 
room. Now everyone can go in for a lot of 
it because a lot of the Masons want their 
wives and kids to see what they do.” 

Rosario isn’t exactly a young Mason 
(he joined five years ago, when he was in 
his late 40s), but he’s not among the old 
guard either. That puts him in the position 
of seeing how and why Masonry needs to 
catch up with the times if it wants to draw 
younger people and thus survive. Rosario 
applauds the younger generation for fun¬ 
damentally changing how Freemasons are 
managingthemselves. “Kids want to have 
closer interactions, and it doesn’t stop when 
you leave the lodge,” Rosario says. “In the 
old days, you had to be at the lodge to learn 
and assist and manage things; kids want the 
ability to stay connected all the time now.” 

Very slowly, the organization is learning 
to keep up with what the young Masons 
want. Lodge websites have improved 
dramatically over the past few years, 
and social media accounts and groups 


dedicated to Masonry are commonplace. 
There’s even an app for finding Masonic 
lodges in different cities and countries. All 
that’s missing is a Masonic dating site. 

One of the newcomers is 36-year-old 
Luke Wessman. He’s best-known as a 
tattoo artist from reality TV shows Miami 
Ink and NY Ink, but he’s also a Master 
Mason who makes the drive down to his 
home base, Vista Masonic Lodge No. 687. 
“For me, it’s really nice when you bump 
into a brother Mason anywhere around 
the world, and you’re immediately 
welcomed like a close friend,” he says 
while working in his secret OC studio, 
the Summertown Inn. “But I also enjoy 
the fellowship with my elders. After the 
meetings, we have meals, and I love being 
able to sit down and just kind of chop it 
up with them and get some of that old 
knowledge, whether it be worldly or just 
common knowledge.” 

Unlike many of the new-wave Masons 
who are introduced by relatives, San 
Diego tattooer Dave Gibson was respon¬ 
sible for bringing Wessman into the fold. 
Wessman initially pursued it because of 
how much it meant to his mentor, but its 
emphasis on introspection gave him a 
much-needed compass for life. “It’s not 
as much as you may think about getting 
into a crew or a group and learning the 
secrets of the world,” Wessman says. “It’s 
about learning how to unlock the secrets 
within yourself.” 

Wessman rose from Entered Appren¬ 
tice (newbie) to Fellowcraft (second 
stage) to Master Mason relatively quickly, 
but his activity slowed as his stature as 
a tattoo artist grew. His hectic lifestyle 
doesn’t allow Wessman to participate as 
much as he’d like, and he understands that 
some of the veterans might not appreciate 
that. “I think the older members, they get 
bummed when they don’t see me for, like, 
six months because I’ve been traveling 
and doing all this stuff,” he says. “I think 
it’s probably a new era in which it’s harder 
to be committed and devoted to a lodge 
because you’re doing so much in the mod¬ 
ern world, but I think I can still represent 
Masonry out and about in the world.” 



F reemasonry officially came to 

Orange County in 1870, with the 
founding of Anaheim Lodge No. 
207 (which still exists). Chap¬ 
ters popped up in Santa Ana, Orange, Tus- 
tin, Brea, Garden Grove and Huntington 
Beach over the next few decades. Dozens 
of OC pioneers were members, from for¬ 
mer District Attorney Horace C. Head to 
orange growers, mayors and more. 

But by the 1980s, and especially in the 
1990s, Masonry began fading from the 
landscape. “There was a definite decrease 
as the Greatest Generation was passing 
on,” says Ray Godeke, past Master of the 
Anaheim Lodge, past Personal Represen¬ 
tative for the OC Scottish Rite Valley, and

executive vice president and secretary for 
the California Scottish Rite Foundation. 
“There was no resurgence of veterans 
returning from the Iraq War like there 
was after World War II. It was more diffi¬ 
cult for younger guys to come out if there 
wasn’t something exciting going on.” 

When Godeke was leading the Ana¬ 
heim Lodge in the late 1980s and early 
1990s, about 60 people attended each 
meeting. By the late ’90s, that number 
dropped into the 30s. No new faces were 
coming in, and meetings became “just 
reading minutes from the last meeting and 
paying bills,” which proved dull even for 
the most devoted members. 

During the decline, some smaller 
lodges consolidated, leaving areas with¬ 
out a Masonic presence. Other lodges 
had to “retread,” or reuse the same Wor¬ 
shipful Masters who had just held the 
office a few years prior. In 1985, the most 
recognizable Masonic building in Orange 
County, the four-story Art Deco-style 
Santa Ana Masonic Temple, was boarded 
up and abandoned. (It’s now the Orange 
County headquarters for Scientology.) 

But throughout their freefall, Freema¬ 
sons continued to focus on two things: 
community service and “making good 
men better,” as they like to say. That com¬ 
mitment eventually began drawing in a 
new generation. Richard Wood, an “old- 
timer” and the current OC Scottish Rite 
Valley Deputy Personal Representative, 
says he’s noticed a recent influx of Masons 
in their early to mid-20s in the Scottish 
Rite branch. Not only are they attending 
the meetings, but they’re also far more 
into the cause than some of the older 
members. “Back when I went in, guys 
were older, and they just mumbled a lot,” 
Wood says. “Now, kids are memorizing 
degrees. These young guys really get after 
it. They’re paying $400 to $600 for kilts. 
They love getting dressed up for this stuff, 
and they’re really excited for the degrees.” 

“It’s actually refreshing,” Godeke adds. 
“The challenge is for us old-timers to 
listen to the needs of the younger guys. 
They’re truly reviving Masonry.” 

One of those newbies was Tipton. 

The 34-year-old Anaheim resident rose 
through the ranks fast, spending only a 
few weeks as a “sideliner” (the nickname 
Masonic officers give to non-officers). 
Tipton’s initial interest came from his 
“gruff and quiet” grandfather suddenly 
opening up when asked about Masonry, 
telling his young grandson about how 
great his fellow Masons were and that 
it’s “a lifelong journey of enlightenment 
and personal discovery.” 

For Tipton, who moved to OC from 
Northern California to attend Chapman Uni¬ 
versity, Masonry offered not only enlighten¬ 
ment and self-improvement, but also the 
chance to learn from men he looked up to. 

“I wouldn’t call myself a ladies’ man 
by any means, but I had mostly female

friends before I became a Mason,” Tip- 
ton says. "I became a Mason around the 
same time I became a home brewer, so I 
started meeting a lot of really good guys 
then. It’s funny to see how the two groups 
intersect sometimes. I’ll catch my home¬ 
brewing friends giving advice to other 
Masons sometimes.” 

And that’s ultimately what Tipton’s 
generation of Masons seeks: friendship 
beyond networking and superficiality. He 
occasionally goes to lunch with Rootes, 
giving the current Worshipful Master 
advice and helping him however he can. 
Three brothers were in his wedding, 
including as his best man, and he’s looking 
to get a group of Masons together to go 
cycling on a 13-mile loop that has a hand¬ 
ful of craft breweries along the way. 

Tipton believes the misconception 
about Freemasonry comes from people 
not understanding what is at its core. The 
organization’s desire for privacy often 
overshadows the work they do. “We delib¬ 
erately try to not toot our own horn,” Tip- 
ton says, mentioning that Masons aren’t 
even allowed to openly recruit, the think¬ 
ing being that only those who truly want 
to join will pursue and ask. “We don’t 
want men seeing a banner ad on Google 
and writing us off as some sort of old boy’s 
club or social group. We want them to 
see a man first, get to know the man, real¬ 
ize that man is good, feel the desire to be 
more like him, then learn that the man is 
a Mason and that Freemasonry is what 
made him who he is.” 

But it isn’t just a boy’s club for Tipton. 
While it remains a males-only group, 
its longtime female corollary, Order of 
the Eastern Star, is also experiencing an 
uptick in membership. During meetings, 
the men handle their business while the 
women have their own meeting; once 
their secret proceedings are done, every¬ 
one hangs out. 

Tipton’s wife, Christa, happened to 
already be involved in Masonry before the 
two met. “As a teenager, I was brought into 
the Rainbow Girls, and then I joined Job’s 
Daughters as well,” Tipton’s wife says, 
referring to the Masonic groups for girls. 

“I spent a lot of time around Masons when 
I was younger, and I looked up to them as 
father figures. I always found Masons to 
be respectful, and that’s what I learned to 
expect from gentlemen, so I married one.” 

Orange Grove Lodge has become as 
important for Christa as it has for her 
husband. It’s not just about service for 
her; it’s also about the connections she’s 
made with the other wives both young 
and old. And it certainly didn’t hurt Tip¬ 
ton’s time as an officer to have Christa in 
his corner. “I knew it wasn’t easy leading 
the organization, so during his year [as 
Worshipful Master], I gave him advice 
and never questioned his loyalty and dedi¬ 
cation to the lodge,” Christa says. “I think 
it’s easier for him to have someone to rely 
on during times like that.”

■ ■ you’re an old man now,” 

Wood says through 
a smirk. He, Godeke, Rosario and a 
few other veteran Masons sit around a 
wooden table in the meeting room of 
the Orange County Childhood Language 
Center in Santa Ana. 

“Well, you’re not getting any younger 
yourself,” shoots back Godeke. 

The ball-busting has gone on like this 
for the past two hours; it’s something 
only brothers could truly understand. 
“I’m going in for open-heart surgery 
soon,” Wood says. “I know these guys 
will take care of everything at my house 
while I’m gone. It’s one less thing I have 
to think about.” 

One of the top Masonic priorities is 
taking care of their elders. Masons are 
Masons until they die, so the responsibil¬ 
ity to assist the older members falls on the 
younger ones. For those in their 40s and 
50s with families of their own, this can 
require time and energy that they may 
not have, but the millennials have come 
through in a big way—not just saving the 
fraternity, but also saving their own. 

“I don’t know the reasons why, but the 
new generation is seeking what our par¬ 
ents had,” Rosario says. “A lot of people in 
our generation are so involved in financial 
records; they’re concentrating on finan¬ 
cial gains and how to get there faster. The 
younger generation is understanding that 
being a better person and helping others 
is important. They value the quality of life 
more than financial gains.” 

Later on, back at the Orange Grove 
Lodge dining hall, members sit down for 
a Mexican meal. The hall is packed with 
Masons, their families and a few Masonic 
hopefuls. Among the crowd is Brandon 
Cook, the young Worshipful Master of the 
Anaheim Lodge. A few seats over, a Mason 
in his mid-20s checks his phone for the 
score of the Ducks’ playoff game. 

As a plate full of enchiladas, rice and 
beans is set in front of him, Tipton turns 
to the prospective Mason to his right 
to go over some commonly used Eng¬ 
lish phrases that have their roots in the 
Masonic tradition. “‘On the level,’ that’s 
one,” Tipton says between bites. “Also 
‘giving him the third degree.’ There’s a 
lot of them.” 

All things change with time, as the 
Masons are learning. “There will always 
be something to keep in the uniforms 
and traditions, the process of getting 
degrees—that should still be given the 
respect it deserves,” Rosario says. “But 
other things will change. Members 
who are younger used to feel like they 
didn’t know as much as the older guys. 
Now the younger generation is coming 
through and ripping it.”

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Seoul Searching 

Yogi Yogi in Buena Park has SPAM® in its sushi rolls and American cheese in its ramen

W hat do you expect to see 
when you walk into a 
Korean restaurant? Galbi? 
Yes. Kimchi? Absolutely. 
SPAM®, America’s most notorious canned 
luncheon meat? Not so much. But believe 
it or not, South Korea is the second-largest 
consumer of SPAM® in the world, intro¬ 
duced to it by American servicemen just 
as it was in the Philippines and Hawaii. 

So the SPAM® in Yogi Yogi’s gimbap is no 
accident, and neither is the slice of good 
ol’ American processed cheese plopped 
on top of the ramen. What might surprise 
you more than the fact that Yogi Yogi’s 
SPAM® roll is delicious—wrapped in 
a thin omelet and tucked tightly inside 
seaweed with rice and pickles that snap 
between your teeth—is that the restaurant 
isn’t some Roy Choi hybrid. It’s an all- 
Korean eatery called a bunsik, a place that 
specializes in inexpensive Korean meals 
that, for a lack of a better term, is the 
equivalent to American fast food. 

Despite that and being housed in a 
building that used to be an old-school 
Taco Bell, the food at Yogi Yogi is made to 
order. To drink, there’s soju and beer. And 
nearly everything you can eat is priced 
less than $10 and designed to be filling. 
Nothing is more satisfying here than the 
topokki—eternally chewy, cork-sized 
Korean rice cake cylinders served with all 
manner of sauces and toppings that can 
include Korean blood sausage and mozza¬ 
rella. The best topokki is the soy carbon- 
ara, for which bacon, egg, grated cheese 
and black pepper turn into the velvet that 
coats everything, mitigated by soy sauce 


and some onions. But be warned: Since 
the texture of topokki can be as resilient 
as an old piece of gum, jaw fatigue sets in 
before you can make it through half the 
dish. I recommend sharing it with at least 
one other person, preferably not someone 
with dentures. 

Almost everything Yogi Yogi makes 
is apt for sharing. Its array of gimbap, 
the Korean version of sushi rolls, pretty 
much requires you have at least one friend 
in tow before you order. The one with 
SPAM® comes in 14 pieces that any one 
person shouldn’t try to finish by himself. 
And there are gimbap samplers that have 
three or more kinds of rolls arranged in 
rows of seven. If it’s your first time—or 
even if it’s not—order one of these. There’s 
a sampler of gimbap stuffed with tuna 
salad, stir-fried kimchi and crispy fried 
anchovies. There’s another with garlic 
and bacon, teriyaki beef, and a spicier 
version of the fried-anchovies roll that’s 
actually hotter than I expected. No matter 
which sampler you take, you’re supposed 
to drag each roll through a squiggle of 
white sauce that may or may not be mayo. 
Upon seeing one with teriyaki and moz¬ 
zarella, I contemplated how far the sushi 
roll has diverged from what can be con¬ 
sidered traditional. 

But what it proves is that all food 
evolves, and as the world gets smaller 
and smaller, the influence of one culture 
on another makes for some interesting 
and fun stuff. At Yogi Yogi, nothing is 
more interesting and fun than the cheese 
ramen: a bowl of what I assume is instant 
Shin Ramyun cooked with its seasoning 


packet, but served with a slice of pro¬ 
cessed American cheese on top. You’re 
supposed to work the melting cheese into 
the lava-red broth until it disappears. The 
cheese is intended to round out the heat 
and add richness. Did it make the ramen 
actually taste better? Kind of. Did it need 
even more cheese? Probably. And it does 
inspire me to finally try this ramen hack 
at home. Before I saw it at Yogi Yogi, both 
Roy Choi and the popular Eat Your Kimchi 
YouTube show convinced me with their 
recipes that the combo would work. 

Yogi Yogi also offers some very tra¬ 
ditional dishes such as bibimbap and 
kimchi bibim noodle, a tangle of cold 
vermicelli strands tossed with kimchi 
and onions, everything slicked with a 
gochujang-based, spicy sweet-and-sour 
sauce that induces a slow burn as it cools 
you down. And the kitchen fries a grease¬ 
less tonkatsu, served in thin spears to be 
dipped in a dark sauce that has the slight 
sting of something alcoholic. But in the 
same breath, and on the same side of 
the menu, Yogi Yogi offers something it 
calls “Cajun Chicken Salad.” It consists 
of deep-fried chicken fingers on top of 
salad greens drizzled with honey-mustard 
dressing—something that would’ve been 
weird to see in a Korean restaurant if I 
didn’t already find SPAM® in the sushi 
and American cheese on the ramen.

Banh Ml Bye-Bye?

I s the era of banh ml over? A decade 
ago, Vietnamese sandwich shops 
were popping up all over Little Saigon, 
as the pioneering Lee's Sandwiches 
spread across Southern California to 
become almost as ubiquitous as Original 
Tommy's. But now, it seems every other 
new Vietnamese-owned restaurant is a 
crawfish house, and Vietnamese-Ameri- 
can chefs want to open a dessert place, 
a taco shop—anything but a banh ml. 

Part of it is economics: What used to 
cost $1.50 not even a decade ago is nowa¬ 
days around $4—still a good deal, but no 
longer what made banh mis the ultimate 
po'boy. The other important factor, however, 
is the baguette-based sammy just never 
evolved. No Roy Choi or Hop Phan ever 
bothered to play with it, rendering it about 
as cool as baked Alaska. But that's what 
I've always loved about them—that I can 
go to nearly any banh mi store and know 
what's on the menu without even looking. At 
the appropriately named Tasty Sandwiches, 
all the classics are here—grilled pork, 
chicken, beef, and a spectacular salmon 
type that Tasty pioneered and dozens of 
other shops have tried to copy, to no avail. 

Indeed, the way banh mi stores 
have survived is to follow the Tasty 
Sandwiches way. Despite that name, 
banh mis are actually an afterthought; 
Tasty also offers a couple of rice dishes 
and salads. But backto the salmon: It is 
everything wonderful with Vietnamese 
cooking. Tart, hearty, pungent, savory 
and even a hint of sweet, it'll have all 
the omega 3s you'll ever need, but 
with actual flavor and verve. The base 
for everything, of course, is the great 
baguettes: strong enough to lay down a 
bunt, yet fluffy enough inside to qualify 
as cotton candy. 

Despite all this, I just don't see banh 
mi shops getting any more popular. The 
ironic thing, of course, is that the sand¬ 
wiches are spreading across the country 
even as they fall out of favor locally. My 
sad prediction: Banh mis are going to 
become the hard-shell tacos of Vietnam¬ 
ese food, a former phenomenon reduced 
to fast-food irrelevancy. So enjoy those 
banh mis at Tasty Sandwiches, folks, 
because the next stop is Subway....

Boxing drama Southpaw pummels the audience

T he opening of Antoine Fuqua’s 
Southpaw, shot in gritty, grayed- 
out tones, is a grim harbinger: A 
fighter getting ready for the ring 
holds up his meaty paws for the ritualistic 
wrapping of gauze and tape. His gloves are 
slipped over the wrappings, and then they’re 
taped on, too—but while his fists may be 
imprisoned, his mind has got to stay quick 
and free. The fighter is a scrapper from 
Hell’s Kitchen—he came up there, presum¬ 
ably in the days when it was still hellish— 
with the portentous name Billy Hope, and 
he’s played by an ornately tattooed Jake Gyl- 
lenhaal, who’s all skin, muscle and eyes. You 
just know that in the course of the next few 
hours, great and terrible things will happen 
to Billy. There will be very little in between. 

After an initial, fleeting moment of 
triumph, the first half of Southpaw charts 
Billy’s rapid and painful downward spiral, 
initiated by one horrific incident. His loop¬ 
ing freefall of despair, punishing to wit¬ 
ness, can’t end soon enough. But the rest of 
Southpaw—which, if you haven’t guessed, 
details Billy’s clawing his way back to 
everything that matters to him—doesn’t 
have enough dramatic spring to win us 
back. The problem isn’t just that South¬ 


paw— which was written by Kurt Sutter, 
whose previous credits include episodes 
of The Shield and Sons of Anarchy— is pre¬ 
dictable. Post-Shakespeare, plenty of great 
stories follow a basic template. But Fuqua 
heaps the movie’s first half with so much 
misery that by the time Forest Whita¬ 
ker shows up as the tough-but-sensitive 
neighborhood trainer/sensei who’ll get the 
fallen Billy back on track—come on, you 
knew that was coming—we already feel 
beaten to the consistency of hamburger. 

That may be more or less true of all 
of Fuqua’s movies—his last was The 
Equalizer, with Denzel Washington as a 
hardware-store vigilante—but many of 
them are still more skillfully balanced 
than this one is. The pummeling, of both 
the audience and of Billy, begins in the 
fight scene that follows the movie’s skill¬ 
ful opening. We learn immediately what 
kind of fighter Billy is, the tough guy who 
likes to prove he can take a punch. Fuqua 
and cinematographer Mauro Fiore shoot 
the match unsparingly—Billy may be 
sturdy, but we feel every bone-crunching 
blow. He’s a mess by the end, dazed and 
bloodied; he slumps in the dressing room, 
surrounded by damp red towels that used 


to be white, gelatinous strings of crimson 
saliva hanging from his mouth. 

Billy’s wife, Maureen (Rachel McAd¬ 
ams), doesn’t like what she sees. She’s a 
ringside goddess with a mass of blond 
curls, given to wearing minidresses with 
glitzy high-heeled gladiator sandals, but 
she’s anything but a heartless tootsie: 

She and Billy have been together for 
years, having grown up in the same Hell’s 
Kitchen orphanage. (They’re like Victo¬ 
rian waifs transplanted into the New York 
City child welfare system.) And she des¬ 
perately wants him to take a break from 
fighting. Maureen is Billy’s lifeline, as 
well as the mother of the couple’s much- 
adored daughter, Leila (Oona Laurence, 
who bears a striking resemblance to Mir¬ 
acle on 34th Street-era Natalie Wood). She 
protects him from fair-weather friends 
and assorted operators, including his 
manager (a slick, sleek 50 Cent). Then the 
worst happens, and we find out just how 
emotionally fragile Billy is. 

Southpaw is an exhausting brutalist 
melodrama, but if nothing else, Fuqua 
always works with fine actors, and he 
has a passel of them here. McAdams is 
breezy and believable even in this stock 


protective-wife role. Naomie Harris and 
Rita Ora make the best of their smallish 
parts. Whitaker, as a milky-eyed retired 
pro, brings some blessedly laid-back 
energy to this exceedingly high-strung 
movie. And Gyllenhaal is good in every 
scene—but even he ends up wearing us 
down. Billy may look as if he’s all muscle, 
but he’s really just a mass of exposed 
nerves: As Gyllenhaal plays him, he’s 
hunched and twitchy, a sculpted athlete 
who, deep down, is too bruised and tender 
to make his way in the world at large. It’s 
Gyllenhaal’s job to portray Billy as a walk¬ 
ing mess, and he takes that mission very 
seriously—too seriously. Billy’s eyes may 
be hungry and haunted, but what shines 
through them most brightly is Gyllenhaal’s 
method determination. He keeps slugging 
through every minute of Southpaw, even 
after he already has us on the ropes.

PIXELS Here's a shocker: In Pixels, his latest, 
Adam Sandler plays a stunted man-child who 
turns out to be very, very special. That's his 
ecological niche: the Manic Potbellied Dream 
Dork, or, if you prefer, the fragile Sand-Man.

giest ideas for the climaxes, where they wit¬ 
tily reduce the pageantry of destruction to HO 
scale: In one of many third-act dustups, our 
hero faces off against the latest Marvel tech- 
gone-wrong baddy on an architect's model of 
a building. From there the action flits to even 
more humdrum locales, intimate of-our-world 
spaces. This freshens up the usual superhe¬ 
roics. No spoilers, here, about the half-dozen 
surprises the filmmakers uncork in the last 
half-hour, but isn't it a relief that once again 
there are marvels to spoil? Ant-Man makes 
a virtue of drought-year scarcity. The movie 
favors story over set pieces, never even trying 
to dazzle us for a good 40 minutes—and then 
heading back to hang out in a San Francisco 
Queen Anne owned by Ant-Man mentor 
Hank Pym (Michael Douglas). Not that said 
story demanded to be told, of course: This is 
familiar superhero origin and training stuff, 
spiced with heist-planning and the comedy of 
dumbfoundedness. As the goodhearted bur¬ 
glar who winds up with the powers to shrink 
himself and boss ants around, Paul Rudd 
spends the first hour looking like neither he 
nor his character, Scott Lang, can buy that a 
guy like him could possibly be a hero. Maybe 
in the Marvel Cinematic Universe, the entire 
history of Hollywood is different?

MINIONS Hollywood lives by the axiom 
"Where there's money, there's more money," 
which is how we get remakes of movies that 
shouldn't have been made in the first place. 
It's also the reason the Minions—those 
tiny henchmen of the Despicable Me pic¬ 
tures—get their own movie. On the plus side, 
that movie boasts the elegantly spare title 
Minions, which suits these pint-sized hellions 
in all their Rogaine-haired, googly-eyed, 
minimalist majesty. But should these peripa¬ 
tetic cold capsules be expected to carry a 
star vehicle? Sadly, the answer is "banana." 
Which, in Minionspeak, can mean a lot of 
things, but in plain English simply means our 
little friends aren't quite up to the task. That's 
no fault of the Minions themselves, true pros 
who clearly give their all. But something is 
off. This is an origin story, explaining how the 
naughty but dutiful Minions were for centu¬ 
ries a dejected, displaced people: Since the 
beginning of time—or at least since the days 
when dinosaurs roamed the Earth—they've 
been searching for just the right villain to 
serve, with little to no success. Their quest 
eventuallytakesthemto London in 1968, 
where they become enchanted with Scarlett 
Overkill (Sandra Bullock), a bouffant-haired 
baddie in a poufy red strapless dress that 
nobody cool would have actually worn in 
1968 London. Scarlett gives them an assign¬ 
ment: to steal the Queen of England's crown. 
It's all perfectly OK, and even, at times, 
delightful: Minions is dotted with clever sight 
gags, including a scene of early Minions 
scampering about on prehistoric Earth, wear¬ 
ing little fig leaves—covering what, exactly? 


But the grooviness feels a little forced, and 
Scarlett Overkill makes an uninspiring villain.

MR. HOLMES Above all else, a movie built 
around a star promises presence, and in 
Bill Condon's Mr. Holmes that promise is 
dual: Here's 100 or so minutes with the great 
Ian McKellen, for once not casting spells, 
controlling magnetism, or classing up script 
pages of expositional gobbledygook. Mr. 
Holmes also offers us a playdate with a 
Sherlock who's been absent from this cen¬ 
tury's screens, one for whom deduction isn't 
a superpower/party-trick—Condon has the 
good taste not to reduce the great detective's 
thinking to a whooshing camera and quick- 
flash insert shots. The game's afoot, and Mr. 
Holmes plays fair. But this is more elegy than 
game. Based on Mitch Cullin's novel A Slight 
Trick of the Mind, Mr. Holmes finds Sherlock 
in retirement, facing senility and the horrors 
of the twentieth century. Gently revisionist, 
the film examines several eras of Holmes' 
life. We meet Sherlock in repose, near the 
White Cliffs of Dover in 1947, raising bees for 
their royal jelly, which he believes might help 
steady his ailing memory. The nonagenar¬ 
ian lives with a housekeeper (Laura Linney) 
and her excitable son, Roger (Milo Parker), 
who is eager to get tales of adventure out of 
the old man. McKellen has never looked so 
old and dithering onscreen—what a relief 
it is when Condon flashes back to a Baker 
Street case, and McKellen jaunts about 
London in top hat and tails, vigorous as Fred 
Astaire. Both writing and acting are artful, 
but Condon's filmmaking is workaday. Like 
this Sherlock, he can't quite keep everything 
in his story straight and clear, but the film 
comes close just often enough. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

SAN ANDREAS The San Andreas fault 
stretches 810 miles up the Pacific coast, 
and when it rumbles, we'll need Dwayne 
"The Rock" Johnson to spring into action— 
although, as Brad Peyton's San Andreas 
warns, that still won't be enough to save 
the day. Disaster films offer the thrill of an 
impossible enemy. There's no hope of a hero 
who can stop the shaking and snuff the 
fires, not even the 260-pound Johnson, who 
here rips off a car door with his bare hands. 
Johnson plays a first responder named Ray, 
a divorcing father of two who lost one of 
his daughters to a rafting accident, and his 
wife Emma (Carla Gugino)to his inability to 
open up about that pain. His surviving child, 
Blake (Alexandra Daddario), is leaving Los 
Angeles for college, and Ray is unmanned 
to hand her over to British architect Daniel 
(loan Gruffudd), Blake's stepdad-to-be, 
whose private plane will fly her to visit her 
new skyscraper in San Francisco. What 
could go wrong? Everything, of course. San 
Andreas can't wait for the carnage. The 
problem is, it's too chicken to ask us to com¬ 
prehend it. It's all big, distant, unfathomable 
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wreckage—all shattering skyscrapers and 
rippling cityscapes—with no sense of the 
human cost. Unlike Steven Spielberg's War 
of the Worlds, a movie with the courage to 
ask if selfishness in a disaster could ever be 
morally excused, Peyton's film isn't trying to 
make us think. Instead, it takes for granted 
that Ray's concerns are our concerns. But 
when 8 million people could be dead, who 
cares about this guy's divorce? (PG-13)

SELF/LESS Imagine Donald Trump wanted to 
reboot his disastrous presidential campaign 
announcement month to start over as a 
younger man with real hair. In Tarsem Singh's 
Self/less, Trump could hire the medical 
geniuses of Phoenix Biogenic to transfer his 
aging brain into a strapping hot bod for $250 
million—the price of lab-grown "genetically 
engineered perfection," purrs founder Dr. 
Albright (Matthew Goode). Here, our mon¬ 
strous real-estate mogul is Damian Hale (Ben 
Kingsley), a tycoon so obsessed with ostenta¬ 
tious wealth that his Central Park penthouse 
has gold-plated martini shakers. Kingsley 
plays Damian as straight-backed and cruel as 
a spike. But he's such a good actor he practi¬ 
cally sabotages the film. Before exiting fifteen 
minutes in, he infuses Damian with gravitas, 
empathy, intelligence, mercilessness, and 
ambition. Damian 2.0 (Ryan Reynolds) is 
just a nice dude who can't wait to get laid. 
Reynolds has done body-swap movies 
before—but Singh seems to have forgotten 
to tell him what to mimic. Still, Reynolds is 
well cast to play an old man embedded in a 
hunk. In most of his films, Reynolds wears his 
own body as a joke. He gets a few scenes of 
puppyish physical exaltation, a few decent 
gags as his inner geezer tries to act cool. 

But then brothers Alex and David Pastor's 
script tries to get smart, and winds up getting 
really, really dumb. Self/less pretends that a 
billionaire Scrooge who's already abandoned 
his own family would risk everything to save 
a stranger's. And, dumber still, that a ruthless, 
well-connected genius can think of no better 
revenge than grabbing a gun. As the body 
count rises, you could argue he was a better 
man before his social awakening. (PG-13)

THE STANFORD PRISON EXPERIMENT 
"Have you ever given in to an aggressive 
urge or impulse?" a psychologist asks a 
college volunteer. "No, no!" assures the 
student. "I go to Stanford." Thanks to that 
kid—and 23 others who joined the infamous 
study that gives its name to Kyle Patrick 
Alvarez's docudrama The Stanford Prison 
Experiment— his school's public association 
would go from prestigious university to proof 
of mankind's innate violence. Researcher 
Dr. Philip Zimbardo (Billy Crudup) built a 
makeshift prison and divided the boys into 
inmates and guards with a coin-flip. He lied 
to the guards that they'd been selected for 
their "exemplary qualities," gave each a pair 
of dark sunglasses, and instructed them to 
keep order. Depending on your tolerance for 
mental torture, the brutality that quickly fol¬ 
lowed made his experiment either a disaster 
or a huge success. Alvarez, for his part, 
doesn't seem sure how he feels. His flick, 
written by Tim Talbott, is as straightforward 
as the title, perhaps even more neutral than 
the 1971 experiment itself (Zimbardo, too, 
began throwing around his authority when 
concerned observers advised him to call 
off the screaming nightmare). Even simply 
sticking to the facts, the film is a painful 
watch, leavened only by its infatuation with 
Seventies period design (an opening close- 
up of rubber cement is practically fetishistic) 
and the horrors of Brady Bunch fashion. With 
the large cast including Ezra Miller, Michael 


Angarano, Tye Sheridan, Keir Gilchrist, 
Johnny Simmons, Ki Hong Lee, and Thomas 
Mann, most of the next wave of young 
American male actors are here and doing 
solid work, not that you can recognize them 
under the muttonchops. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Regency South Coast Village, Santa Ana. 

TED 2 Some movies are indefensible, and Ted 
2 is one of them. Not only is this a movie 
about a libidinous, foul-mouthed stuffed bear; 
it's the sequel to an earlier movie about a 
libidinous, foul-mouthed stuffed bear. But I 
laughed and laughed at Ted2— as I did at 
the 2012 Ted. Will you? That depends. The 
picture putters along, occasionally attempting 
to be about something bigger than itself. But 
if you're willing to give yourself over to its 
unapologetically idiotic id, it has the power 
to shake something loose in you. Plus, this 
is your only chance this summer to watch 
Mark Wahlberg attempt to steal sperm from 
Tom Brady. Ted2, like its predecessor, was 
directed and co-written by Seth MacFarlane, 
who also provides the voice of the bear 
known as Ted—his diction has plenty of burly 
swagger, straight out of Southie. This time, 

Ted gets hitched to his lady love Tami-Lynn 
(Jessica Barth), but there's trouble in para¬ 
dise, and the two decide that having a child 
will fix their marriage. Forget that Ted doesn't 
have the necessary physical attributes to get 
his wife pregnant; it turns out that Tami-Lynn 
can't conceive anyway. When the two try to 
adopt, the authorities decree that Ted isn't 
a human being, but "property." MacFarlane 
treats Ted's battle for personhood as a civil 
liberties issue: Talking bears should be able 
to marry and have families, too. They should, 
of course, but luckily MacFarlane doesn't 
stretch that slender metaphor too thin. The 
gags mostly revolve around pot smoking and 
rampant, joyful use of the F-word—it flows 
from Ted's CGI'd lips as freely and breezily 
as a scull skimming along the Charles. (R)

TERMINATOR: GENISYS Terminator: 
Genisys feels like a VHS cassette that's been 
rewound and recorded over for 21 years. 
Director Alan Taylor gives us images—a 
thumbs-up, an abandoned factory, a liquid- 
metal cop smashing through the windshield 
of a car—that cut through the CGI like 
scratches on tape. Genisys is haunted 
by ghosts of old movies, a cyborg whose 
entire DNA is deja vu. Time is meaningless. 
Judgment Day has rained nuclear hellfire 
in 1997,2003 or 2017, numbers intoned with 
the transient gravitas of Powerball winners. 
When Arnold Schwarzenegger says, "I'll 
be back," the line echoes in the brain. Is 
this 1984,1991 or 2015? Genisys boots up in 
2029, a generation after the robot rebellion, 
where scarred rebel leader John Connor 
(Jason Clarke) leads a final assault against 
Skynet. Those of you with flowcharts will 
recall that's the year when Connor sent his 
young foot soldier Kyle Reese (Jai Courtney) 
back to 1984 to rescue and impregnate his 
mother, Sarah. Reese lands in punk '80s 
LA, where he's greeted by a young, naked 
Arnold, recapturing the physical perfection 
that first got him cast as a computer man, 
now with computer help. And then comes a 
warrior Sarah Connor (Emilia Clarke) who, in 
this timeline, has been waiting for him since 
1973. Genisys starts with a mystifying war 
montage where we can't decipher whether 
Reese and John Connor are in peril or show¬ 
ing off their highlight reel. Then it maintains 
that furious confusion. Everyone is shooting 
and punching, but no one knows how or why 
or even what year they should time-travel to 
next. Audiences will have seen five of these 
movies, and might be just as disoriented.

Celebrating the work of Cuba’s revolutionary photographer, Alberto Korda

T he most famous photograph 
in the world—and certainly 
the most copied—is the late 
Alberto Korda’s Guerrillero 
Heroico, his candid shot of Marxist revo¬ 
lutionary Che Guevara. Taken as one of 
two shots when Guevara was at a state 
funeral for people killed in a CIA-spon- 
sored terrorist bombing in Cuba, Korda 
snapped his camera, not realizing he’d 
captured a moment that would transcend 
that particular time in history. 

In the 1950s, just a decade and a half 
earlier, 70 percent of the Cuban economy 
was controlled by foreign interests, pri¬ 
marily U.S. banks, oil refineries and fruit 
companies. A racially divided, poverty- 
riddled country, Cuba was a corrupt play¬ 
ground for the wealthy, an island Las Vegas 
dominated by prostitution and violent 
crime. In the pocket of the U.S., President 
(and eventual dictator) Fulgencio Batista 
cracked leftist heads, jailing those protest¬ 
ing for better living conditions, including a 
young law student named Fidel Castro. 

Korda was a reasonably successful fash¬ 
ion photographer at the time, lured by the 
money and steady flow of beautiful women. 
Ambitious, he sought out vocational advice 
from photographer Richard Avedon during 
a visit to America, and Avedon was frank 
with him: Korda’s fashion images were 
passe, but the handful of journalistic images 
in his portfolio? They were his future. 

Taking photos for the state-run news¬ 
paper, Revolution, after Batista was 
overthrown, Korda grew close to Castro, 
unofficially becoming his photographer, 
even though he was never paid for his 
work and did it solely because he believed 
in the cause. As Castro and Guevara began 
agrarian reform, country-wide educa¬ 
tion and universal health care, Korda was 
documenting these difficult steps in a way 
that not only glorified the achievements 
of the two men, but that also humanized 
them. “Revolution is more beautiful than 
a woman’s body” became Korda’s refrain, 
and with his past in fashion and advertis¬ 
ing, every image is framed perfectly and 
packed with subtext, feeling more like a 
man taking pictures of his friends than any 
form of egregious political manipulation. 

The first shots in “Korda: Revolutionary 
Photographer,” in the Museum of Latin 
American Art’s cozy Project Room, are of 
Castro and Guevara playing golf on Batis¬ 
ta’s private course. Che leans on a club, 
joy splashed across his face; in another, 
he’s putting while surrounded by half a 
dozen observers, as if everyone plays a 
few rounds in combat boots and fatigues. 

A third has a bespectacled Castro after 
he has just teed off, a golf club resting on 


his left shoulder, hunched forward and 
waiting for the ball to land; behind him, 
three men of varying skin colors watch 
with anticipation. The closing shots in the 
show are of Castro in Russia, balancing 
on skis, with one image of him sprawled 
out in the snow, a tangle of arms, legs and 
poles, laughing at his own clumsiness. 

Hanging next to the iconic Guerrillero 
Heroico (the second, more famous, but 
less compelling of the two prints: a close- 
up, with the palm-tree fronds and other 
man in the shot cropped out) is Miliciana, 
with its female soldier looking forward 
to the future, her aspirations ahead, 
machine gun in hand. It’s an inspiring 
vision of gender equality previously miss¬ 
ing from the country’s history and still on 
the rise to this day. In contrast, the image 
of Castro relaxing in the dirt, enjoying a 
smoke while a child soldier with a rifle 
stands behind him picking his teeth, sug¬ 
gests a more disturbing future of perma¬ 
nent revolution. 

The most powerful photo in the show 
is Castro famously standing at the Lincoln 
Memorial in Washington, D.C., Davidy 
Goliath. A wreath hangs nearby, placed by 
him, and he peers up at the giant sculpture 
of the Great Emancipator. While the rea¬ 
sons Korda said he took it—and the name 
he gave the photo—were intended to rep¬ 
resent the fall of Imperialism at the hands 
of the anti-imperialist Cuban, I suggest 


there’s much more going on here. Castro 
holds his cap in hand, humbly, literally 
looking up to another historical figure that 
freed his people from slavery. Wreaths are 
placed to honor others, not to imply sub¬ 
jugation; Castro sees himself in Lincoln. 

The Cuban embassy recently reopened 
in the U.S. for the first time in 54 years. 
Castro has been in ill health since 2006 
and rapidly heading for the white light 
at the end of the tunnel, his brother Raul 
saying he will not continue as president of 
the country past 2018. A far more complex 
figure than generally understood, Castro 
may or may not be treated kindly by his¬ 
tory, but it will be interesting to see how 
much of his revolution will survive. The 
country’s defiant individuality will likely 
be heralded, its human rights restrictions 
lessened and, hopefully, erased, as more 
money and personal freedoms begin to 
gain momentum. Korda’s photos of its 
halcyon days paint a rosy picture, but 
wouldn’t it be refreshing if the only lasting 
bad memory people have of the country is 
a little prison called Guantanamo?

A Kiwi In Tustin 


Dan Smith of Captured Tattoo 


F rom the outside, Captured Tat¬ 
too resembles any other Old 
Town Tustin storefront. There 
are no neon signs or colorful 
images on the windows. The frosted door 
reads, “You found it!” in big letters over 
the shop’s name—a clear nod to its incog¬ 
nito exterior. 

Owner Dan Smith has already had 
plenty of the spotlight, being a mainstay 
for two seasons of TLC’s LA Ink and per¬ 
forming with numerous bands, including 
the Dear & Departed. Although Smith put 
music on hold when he opened the shop 
last year, the two will always be connected 
in his eyes. “I became aware of tattoos 
through music,” Smith says. “My dad was 
heavily into music in England, [and] that’s 
where I first saw tattoos.” 

After Smith moved to New Zealand, 
he attended a “really strict, all-boys high 
school” in an area where tattoos were a 
prevalent part of the culture. It was there 
that he saw a tattoo in person for the 
first time: a self-inked cross on one of his 
Samoan classmates. “Growing up, I was so 
much more aware of tattoos than people 
who don’t get into it until they’re 18,” 
Smith says. “At 16,1 met [renowned New 
Zealand tattooer] Dean Sacred, and he 
had a huge influence on me.” 

Smith began to hang around Sacred’s 
studio. “I was a clueless kid looking for 
direction, and he had such a great work 
ethic,” he says. “He didn’t deal with egos 
or anything; he was just mostly positive.”

Later, he transplanted himself to Aus¬ 
tralia to play music, but he was also tat¬ 
tooing out of a “street shop” in Adelaide. 
During his two-plus years in Australia, 
Smith was able to travel to the U.S., where 
he made some friends in SoCal. And in 
2004, the artist and musician moved to 
Orange County. “It was a really exciting 
time,” Smith says. “As a kid, I grew up on 
movies and music from California. It was 
like a dream. I lived in a warehouse in 
Santa Ana. For four years, I was trying to 
make things work there. It was a very try¬ 
ing time.” 

At the end of those years, Smith was 
asked to work at the studio featured on LA 
Ink, Kat Von D’s High Voltage Tattoo in 
Hollywood. But the 35-year-old artist says 
he never intended to stay there. “They say 
if you take care of tattooing, it’ll take care 
of you,” Smith says. “I always wanted to 
come back to OC. I grew up by the beach 
in New Zealand, so it felt like home.”

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Apple Bites Back 

Why I’m breaking up with iTunes

I loved you, iTunes. I loved you, and 
you betrayed me. You and your evil, 
malformed henchman, the iCloud, 
have trashed my 20,000-track music 
library, and I don’t know what to do. 

I admit, I adopted you reluctantly at 
first—I was proud of my CD collection, 
and those early iTunes AAC files sounded 
tinny to my ears. But I eventually grew 
to appreciate your organization and con¬ 
venience. The data geek in me enjoyed 
sifting through your clean desktop inter¬ 
face, assigning albums to their proper 
genres and fine-tuning smart playlists to 
soundtrack road trips and dinner parties. 
And after years of toting CD cases between 
office, apartment and car, having you in my 
pocket—my entire collection, on something 
the size of an Altoids tin—felt liberating. 

Sure, over the years, you became harder 
to love. Your software grew buggy and 
bloated, as your masters at Apple tinkered 
with various, mostly unsuccessful ways 
to soup you up: “genius” playlists, iTunes 
Match, iTunes Radio, whatever the hell 
Ping was supposed to be. 

I got used to hitting the “Remind Me 
Later” button when upgrades became 
available. Occasionally, after hearing from 


a trusted source that version whatever 
was relatively stable, I would install your 
latest incarnation. But apart from a few 
cosmetic changes—such as your logo turn¬ 
ing from blue to the bright red of an error 
alert—I seldom noticed much difference. 

That all changed last week, of course, 
with the rollout of Apple Music, Cuper¬ 
tino’s belated attempt to spin its much 
ballyhooed purchase of Beats into a full- 
fledged streaming music service that 
could compete with Pandora, Rdio and 
Spotify. As with most music fans and fel¬ 
low journalists, I was intrigued but skepti¬ 
cal, certainly in no great rush to install the 
new service. I like my Spotify Premium 
account, and I knew the first version of 
Apple Music was likely to be a glitch-fest. 

I decided to observe from the sidelines. 

Then I got invited to comment on 
Apple Music on a local TV-news pro¬ 
gram. As is the case for most Americans, 

I instinctively respond to any offer to 
appear on television with the fluttery 
enthusiasm of a 6-year-old on Christmas 
morning. I immediately accepted the 
offer, then recalled that I still hadn’t actu¬ 
ally used Apple Music. 

Though plenty of TV pundits bloviate on 


topics they clearly know nothing about, I 
was determined to not join their ranks. So I 
made the iTunes 12.2 and iOS 8.4 upgrades, 
then put Apple Music through its paces. In 
hindsight, of course, I realize I shouldn’t 
have trusted you, iTunes. I should’ve 
installed Apple Music on my work com¬ 
puter and not at home. But I hastily clicked 
'Yes” and “Next” and “I Accept” until the 
new service was up and running. 

At first, Apple Music looked fine. It even 
had a few cool features such as the new 
Beats 1 radio station and well-conceived 
playlists curated by the likes of Rolling 
Stone and VICE. (The VICE playlist for 
shutting down a party, an obnoxious mix 
of drone metal and ’80s soft rock, is espe¬ 
cially delightful.) After playing with it for 
several hours on both my laptop and my 
iPhone, I went on KTLA’s tech report and 
said some nice things. 

But then I noticed a problem: My iPod 
began playing mislabeled tracks. Just a few 
at first—then every third track, it seemed, 
was incorrect. It promised me Queen 
and played Black Rebel Motorcycle Club, 
then replaced the Beastie Boys with Gui 
Boratto. Clearly, something was wrong. 

I went home and looked through my 


collection of 20,000-plus tracks and real¬ 
ized that hundreds of them—perhaps even 
thousands—had been lost or mislabeled. 
Alarmed, I called Apple tech support, 
who were beyond useless. The poor guy 
on the other end of the line sounded as 
if he were looking at iTunes for the first 
time. He couldn’t even tell me how to dis¬ 
able iCloud, which I had identified as the 
source of the problem. “I think it’s under 
Account Settings,” he said hesitantly. I 
figured it out for myself and explained to 
him what I was doing so he could be more 
helpful to future angry callers. 

A friend pointed me to an article on 
Cult of Mac that seemed to offer a simple 
solution. It worked—or so I thought until I 
tried playing seemingly fixed tracks. They 
reverted back to their inaccurate meta¬ 
data. Apparently, iCloud had fucked up 
my metadata at the file level, so restoring a 
single iTunes database file, as Cult of Mac 
had suggested, would not resolve the issue. 

The problem is still not insurmount¬ 
able. There are programs such as TuneUp 
that can fix bad metadata with a fairly 
high degree of accuracy. My trust in 
Apple’s music services, however, has been 
permanently broken. It took me hundreds, 
maybe even thousands, of hours to amass 
my collection and ensure everything was 
accurately labeled and categorized. And 
Apple Music undid all that work with the 
click of an “OK” button. 

I get that this is the very definition of a 
first-world problem. As a collector of digi¬ 
tal music, I am locked into a transitional 
technology that may already be obsolete. 
Streaming music is clearly the future; those 
who want to actually own their music 
library by 2020 would be better served by 
doing so on vinyl or even CD. Companies 
such as Apple and Spotify have zero inter¬ 
est in helping their customers maintain 
their digital libraries; they want subscrib¬ 
ers, not one-time downloaders. To con¬ 
tinue to listen to music in their ecosystems, 
you will have to put your faith in the cloud. 

However, I like owning my music, even 
if it is just a collection of zeros and ones 
on a hard drive. It’s a collection I curated. 

I can throw my iPod on shuffle and know 
that no matter what it plays, be it Billie 
Holiday or Van Halen, it’s something I 
have a connection to. Behind every track 
lies a lifetime of listening to music and 
developing my own, idiosyncratic tastes. 
That’s not something that can be replaced 
by an algorithm or Zane fucking Lowe. 

So I’m breaking up with you, iTunes. 

We had a good run, but you’re no longer 
the service I loved and trusted when I 
bought my first iPod. I’m not sure what I’ll 
replace you with yet—MusicBee appears 
to be the front-runner. But there are many 
good music-library-management tools out 
there; unlike my hasty install of iTunes 
12.2,1 intend to do my research. In the 
meantime, maybe I’ll start collecting vinyl 
again—because liner notes can’t be over¬ 
written by a mouse click.

Zombie Apocalypse Now 

An Iraq vet creates a popular audio drama

W hen Kc Wayland was 

deployed to the Middle 
East in 2003, he adjusted 
to hostile territory, dealt 
with satellite transmissions between Iraq 
and the Pentagon, and recorded footage 
for a future documentary. 

He was also taking notes for an epic tale 
of the impending zombie apocalypse. 

Wayland is the writer and director 
behind the 48-chapter audio drama We’re 
Alive: A Story of Survival. The podcast 
pulls in roughly 5,000 downloads per day, 
was named on iTunes Best Of list in 2012, 
and gave Wayland enough fans and expo¬ 
sure to get funding for his upcoming spin¬ 
off series, We’re Alive: Lockdown. 

Both series are set in Southern California, 
but the initial inspiration for Wayland’s 
zombie realm took root during his time 
overseas. He shaped the tower in the first 
We’re Alive after a hotel his Army detach¬ 
ment was stationed near in Iraq, and he 
pulled character traits from his commanding 
officers and peers. Though he began craft¬ 
ing the tale during his tour, he didn’t start 
writing it until well after he’d returned to the 
States. “I was letting little things go, things 
I might have seen or experienced, through 
the story,” Wayland says. He was writing at 
night after teaching film at Costa Mesa High 
School and Coastline Regional Occupational 
Program in 2009. “My wife kept telling me it 
was like therapy, my journal, in away. I feel 
like I’ve improved a little bit because I had 
some PTSD coming back from overseas. I 
still have it in some ways, but [We’re Alive] 
gave me an avenue to get it out there.” 

The storyline of zombies ruling the 
Earth is ragingthrough pop culture, in 
large part because of The Walking Dead. But 
Wayland feels what sets his story—released 
a year before AMC’s juggernaut aired— 
apart are his characters, zombies included. 
Wayland’s monsters aren’t mindless numb¬ 
skulls. He prefers his hordes of flesh-eaters 
to have opportunity for intelligence, mak¬ 
ing them a more formidable foe. He also 
takes pride in his living characters, the mili¬ 
tary roles in particular, which he feels break 
down stereotypes and offer insight into the 
people behind the uniforms. 


A Story of Survival has racked up more 
than 35 million downloads, pulled in guest 
performances from Seth Peterson of the 
USA Network’s Burn Notice, and found a 
foothold in Chris Hardwick’s Nerdist. It 
also provided enough momentum for Lock- 
down, which features actor Steven Weber 
('Wings ) and begins production this week. 

Lockdown was originally slated to 
receive funding from a private donor, but 
after that investment fell through, Wayland 
made the decision to launch a Kickstarter 
in early June. The campaign surpassed its 
$50,000 goal, bringing in just enough to 
support a behind-the-scenes documen¬ 
tary in addition to the six-hour podcast. 
What inspired people to fund Lockdown’s 
production? The expectation of an equally 
compelling storyline is the obvious answer, 
but it’s arguably Wayland’s approach to 
recording that resonates with listeners. 

Wayland prefers to record his actors 
simultaneously in one room, allowing 
them to feed off one another’s energy. 

That method stems from Wayland’s back¬ 
ground. After getting a degree in broadcast 
engineering from the military, Wayland 
earned a degree in writing and direct¬ 
ing from Chapman University, where he 
currently works as the digital applica¬ 
tions specialist. Wayland has updated 
and restored parts of Chapman’s sound 
studio, where he creates the majority of 
his effects. He also mounted a computer 
inside the actors’ recording space, so he 
can direct alongside the cast. “If we’re try¬ 
ing to revive this art style, you have to have 
some authenticity to it,” Wayland says of 
his audio dramas. “You have to really try to 
reinvent things.” 

Wayland expects to wrap recording 
by the end of next week, with the release 
of Lockdown targeted for October. The 
32-year-old says he originally envisioned 
his tales for the screen, which is no surprise 
given his approach to directing. And while 
Wayland loves creating audio dramas, he 
admits he’s still aiming for film or televi¬ 
sion. “This is only the beginning,” he says.

D rugs and booze could've landed Nina Diaz 
into the "27 Club" of Jim Morrison, Janis 
Joplin and Amy Winehouse. But when the numb¬ 
ness of addiction exhausted itself more than 
two years ago, the tattooed Tejana reflected on 
her past. "There was this eruption of songs that 
came out of me, and they all just happened to 
flow together," Diaz says. "I didn't want to force 
the girls to play this stuff." 

Due out laterthis year, Diaz originally con¬ 
ceived The Beat Is Dead as a humble EP. "At 
first, I was just going to do five songs," she says. 
The onetime Girl In a Coma front woman tinkered 
with demos on Garage Band until it came time 
to head into the studio with Austin-based singer/ 
poet David Garza. Those initial tracks blossomed 
into a 13-song album. 

Next, the 27-year-old had to assemble a 
backing band. She enlisted up-and-coming 
musicians from San Antonio and Austin, Texas: 
Jorge Gonzalez (drums), Jaime Ramirez (keys), 
Austin Valentine (bass) and Travis Vela (guitar). 
They started jamming about a year ago, but a 
tour in the fall was foiled by flu-like symptoms 
that occurred when Diaz stopped smoking. 

She's stocking up on antibiotics for a slew of 
performances that will take the band through the 
southwest this summer. 

Diaz has found a newfound freedom from 
not having a heavy guitar holstered around her 
neck all the time. "I love that I'm able to grab the 
microphone and go up to people in the audience 
and make them feel uncomfortable," says Diaz, 
who even dances a little. On the cumbia-infused 
rock groove "Rebirth," Diaz strikes a guiro while 
hypnotically swaying in a sweat-drenched 
seduction. Her genre-blending hints at Diaz's 
love of Depeche Mode, Bjork, PJ Harvey and

Lenny Kravitz. "You can tell how much I've grown 
up," Diaz says, "and you can really hear my 
vocals a lot on this album." She still gets wild¬ 
eyed when her voice breaks out in its signature 
wails, even on the relaxed pop vibes of "Fall in 
Love," a strumming song of self-affirmation. 

Diaz's life is quieter these days, but she's 
crawling out of her skin to share the new music 
with the world. "This is the most vulnerable I've 
ever felt because I'm not diluting myself with any 
drug or alcohol," she says. "This whole year, 

I've had many times where I'll be in the bath and 
I'll just start crying. I feel so passionately about 
what I'm doing." 

Everyone will find at least one song to fall 
in love with on the new album, she promises, 
though she hopes they'll offer a bit of catharsis, 
too. Fans have already begun contacting Diaz 
to tell her how her candidness in talking about 
addiction has inspired them to start on their 
own journeys to sobriety. "There have been 
many situations where I could've overdosed or 
been raped and murdered," Diaz admits. "I've 
been through the struggles I've been through 
for a reason." 

On the new album's title track, "The Queen 
Beats the King," Diaz sings, "The beat is dead, 
darling talk of addiction, you're the fame and the 
fiction." She wants people to take away from it 
a universal message, no matter their station of 
suffering: "It means that story is over," she says, 
"that the victim is gone, and it's time to be real."
